APIA, Samoan Islands, March 23, 


via Auckland, N. Z., March ;JO.— 
The troubles growing oat of the 
election of a king of Samoa have 
taken a more Bartons torn and re- 
sulted In the bombardment of native 
villages along the shore by the 
United State* cruiser Philadelphia, 
Admiral KautK commanding, and 
the British cruisers. Porpoise and 
Royalist. 


The bombardment has continued 


intermittently for eight days. Sav- 
ival Tillages hare been burned, and 
there have been a number of casual- 
ties among the American and British 
sailors and marines. 


As jet it IB impoeslblo to estimate 


the number of natives killed or in- 
jured. 


As Mataafa and his chiefs, con- 


btttuilng the provisional govern- 
ment continued to defy tho treaty 
after the arrival of the Phlladel. 
pbta, Admiral Kant/, summoned the 
various ooturala and the eonlor naval 
officers to a conference on hoard the 
Philadelphia, when the whole situa- 
tton was carefully canvassed. 


MATAAFA LKAVm HVLIH11U. 


The upshot was a resolution to 


dismiss the provisional government, 
nnd Admiral Kttntr. Issued u pro* 
olamatton calling upon Matnafa 
and his chiefs to return to their 
liomoit. 


Mataafa evacuated Mullnun. tho 


town to-had HMdo his heaUiiuarton, 
and went Into tha interior. 


Hsrr BOM, the Gorman oonmit at 


Apia, issued a proclamation nupple- 
mentluf (he one he had Issued 
several weeks before, upholding the 
provifttunftl government. As a re- 
sult of this the Mataafens assembled 
In large force and hemmed In the 
town. 


The 
British ornltor 
Hoyalist 


brought tb* MaUetoa prisoners from 
fthe Islands to which they had been 
transferrtd by the provisional gov- 
ernment. 


The Amartcaaa then fortified 


Molinuu, whne 23,000 Malietows 
took refngi. Toe rebels— the ad- 
henntaof Mataafa— barricaded the 
roads within the municipality and 
Mtetd the Brltish.honscB. 
. An ultimatum was then sent to 
them, ordering them to evacuate, 
and threatening thorn, in the event 
nt refusal, with a bombardment to 
commence at 1 o'clock on the after- 
noon of March in. 


ItKBBLS HKOIH TUB ATTACK. 


Thlo was Ignored, and the rebels 


commenced an attack in the direc- 
tion of th« United Stated and Brit- 
ish consulates about half an hour 
before the time fixed for the bom- 
bardment.. The Philadelphia, Por- 
poise and Royalist opened fire upon 
the distant villages. 
There was 


great 
difficulty 
in locating the 


enemy, owing to the dense forest, 
but several shore villages wore soon 
In flames. 


A defective shell from tho Phila- 


delphia exploded near the American 
consulate and the marines outside 
narrowly 
escaped. 
A fragment 


struck tho leg of Private Rudgo, 
shattering it BO badly as to necessi- 
tate amputation. 
Another frag- 


ment traversed the Herman consul- 
ate, smashing the crockery. 
The 


Germans then -went . on board the 
German cruiser Falke. 


HRITISn SAILORS SLAIN. 


Daring the night the rebels made 


a hot attack cm the town, hilling 
'three British sailors. 
A British 


marine was shot in the la 5 by a 
sentry of bis own party, another 
was shot in the foot and an Ameri- 
can sentry was killed at his post. 


The bombardment continuing, 


the inhabitants of tho town took 
retrige on board the Royalist, great- 
ly crowding the vessel. 


Many people are leaving Samoa, 


tho captain of the Royalist urging 
thorn to go, so as not to interfere 
with the military operations. 


The Porpoise has shelled the vil- 


lages east and west of Apia and cap. 
tnreil many boats. 


The Americans and British are 


lighting splendidly together, but 
there Is a bitter feeling against the 
Germans, 


Two men, a British and a German 


Eubjeat, have been arrested as spies 


The bombardment of the jungle 


was for a time very hot, 


The British cruiser Tannnga 


which, it is understood, was intend- 
log to annex the Tonga island (a 
section of the Friendly islands in 
the Pacific), was intercepted at 
Suva, capital of the Fiji islands, by 
order of the home government.

NO OFFICIAL ADVICES.

Details from Samoa. 


WASHINGTON, March #0. — The 


state department has not yet re- 
ceived official advices relating to the 
occurrences in Samoa. The demon- 
stration is regretted, bat the opinion 
s expressed that Admiral Kautz 
acted on what was his best judge- 
ment and Information. 


The department 
acknowledges 


that no permanent agreement can 
bo reached nudor tho treaty in which 
all three powers do not agree, and 
he hope Is that somu settlement of 
he difficulty may beb.*ought about, 
when it becomes apparent that the 
>resont conditions cannot exist in- 
dullnitQly. 


Admiral' Kanta acted wtthlu his 


nstruotlonu. It Is believed that he 
concluded after consultation with 
Captain Sturdoo, of the Porpoise, 
he senior British naval officer, and 
ho United States and British con- 
nls that a stato of anarchy existed 
which called for action. 
The fnot 


hat the edicts of tho chief justice 
were disregarded and were Ignored, 
although sustained by the repre- 
entfttlves of two of the govern- 
ment*, modo such a oonrao imnora- 
tvo. There Is no doubt, with the 
nets now nt hand, that Admiral 
vantx will bo attained by tho 
lotted States government. 
No word hM been roootved from 


tear Admiral Kantz, although a 
cable is momentarily expected. 


The regulations of the navy de- 


partment require th6 immediate re- 
tort of any occnrrenca oat of the 
ordinary and Assistant Secretary 
Allen, who is acting seorotary In 
ho abssnoe of Secretary Long, en* 
tertalns no doubt that Roar Admir- 
al Kaut/,'s report is on the way. 


While the press reports agree 
hat there Is a direct issue, between 
he American and British authort- 
ies on the one hand and the Ger- 
man upon tho other, raised by the 
action of tha German consul, Here 
lose, in supporting by proolama- 
ton the contentions of Mataafa* and 
tis rebel followers, hope la. yet «- 
iressed that It will develop that 
representatives of tho throe powers 
ignatory to the Berlin treaty ware 
acting in 
unison 
against

pretensions of the rebel chief. The 
iffiolala at the navy department 
hardly believe a contingency oould 
arise which would result in an ao- 
nal clash between the naval forces. 
["ho great preponderance of strength 
on the one side as represented by 
he American cruiser Philadelphia 
and the British cruisers Porpoise 
and Royalist over the single Ger- 
man warship in the harbor would 
render the issue of a collision so cer- 
tain tbat no one is rash enough to 
magino that an actual combat oould 
occur.

Tlie Admiral Srnyn Um Situation In Im-

RIVER HORROR 


OVERDRAWN 


Only Three Lives Lost on 


Rowena Lee. 


BOAT BROKE IN TWO. 


Nearly All Aboard Were 


Rescued. 


Olllcerg of the Lee Line Learn 


Particulars— A Long Kun of 


Baa Luck. 


AlKMrau, Tenn., March 30.— A 


wlephone message to Captain Rob- 
ert E. Lee, general manager of tho 
Lee line of steamers, from Car- 
ruthersvllle, Mo , announces the 
ORS of the steamer Rowena Lee in 
midstream near Tyler, Mo., at 4 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. 


Thro 3 people lost their lives. 
Tho dead : 
M. T. Kelly, Memphis, mail clerk, 
Mrs. Chambers, a passenger, em- 


marked at Carrutliergvillc, bound 
or Memphis. 


An unknown negro woman. 
Tho startling information was re- 


ceived here last night from Cairo 
hat the Rowena Leo hod foundered 
n the Mississippi rivor near Tyler, 
Mo., ami all on board bad perished 
avo the captain and an under offi- 
cer of the steamer. 
It was esti- 


mated that between fifty and sixty 
people wont down with the ill fated 
vessel. The news spread rapidly 
hroughout tho city and relatives 
ml friends of those known to have 
wen on board tho vessel thronged 
he telegraph and newspapor.ofllQeB, 
rantioally asking for details of tho 
catastrophe. 


Robert K. Loo, the general mana- 
er of tho company, gave out a 
tateroont during tho night that ho 
tod received a message announcing 
he loss of the steamer, but aftor 
repeated effort furthor news could 


ot bo obtained trom tho scone of 


the disaster. 


At an early hoar this morning 
tiephoue connection wan eocnrod to 
Carrnthersvllle, Mo., by tho officials 
nd a few minutes later the an. 
nonncenunt wan made that tho Ko- 
wana Leo had sunk In thirty foot of 
water off the lauding at Tyler, and 
area persona were drowned. 
It is 


assumed that the remainder of the 
tanenger* and crew are at Tyler or 
Ww Madrid. 
The steamer Ora Lee has been 


hurriedly dispatched to the loeno of 
he disaster. 


AXOTHKK ACCOUNT OF IT. 


ST. Louis, Mo, March :iO.— A 


•pedal to tho Post-Dispatch from 
Jairo, 111., wya: 
Th« Ora Lee was coming up the 


river at the time Ihe Rowena Lee 
sank and at onoe began the work of 
reffcnw. She was at Tiptonvllle this 
morning and while there the Post- 
Mspatoh correspondent telephoned 
a Mr. Eastwood, of that place, and 
earned from him that only four 
tenons were lost according to the 
report of the officers of the Ora Lee. 


The four persons who lost their 


ives are : 


M. T. Kelly, mall clerk, Memphis. 
Mrs. Chambers, a passenger. 
Unknown woman passenger. 
A member of the crew, supposed 
o be a deck hand. 
The passenger list was small, and 


among those on board at the time 
were Clay Lewis, of Cairo ; Miss 
tellie Morehouae, of Memphis, who 
had been in this city visiting ber 
Istor, Mrs. Coleman. 
There were others -whose names 


t is Impossible to learn at this time. 


The explosion theory is not enter- 


felnod here, and from the best in- 
ormation which can be obtained, 
he disaster was caused In this way : 
The river at Tyler is over the 


tanks and the boat In landing ran 
up almost to the street of the littlo 
;own. In backing to. the landing, 
t Is thought, the boat ran onto a 
stump and broke iu two. She 
floated down • the river some dis- 
.trace and sank, and will prove a 
iotal loss. 


The steamer left bore Tuesday 


evening and Agent Sam Halliday, 
at the wharf boat here, states that 
she had a light passenger list and a 
light freight trip. 


A ItUN OF HAD I.DCK. 


CAIRO, HI., March 30.— The Loo 


line of Mississippi packets has had a 
run of bad IUOK during tbe last ten 
years. The now Jamas Lee, one of 
the fattest steamers that ever plied 
the river runs, followed the older 
James Lee, in 1804, 
being bnrnec 


while moored at HopoHeld Bond, 
ten. miles above Memphis.

Rowena and the Roan Lee, named 
after 
Captain 
Leo's daughters, 


were continued In local and upper 


Mississippi river service. The Rosa 
Lae was sunk loss than a year ago 
and the disaster to the Rowena Lee 
is a last chapter in the series Of 
river horrors. 


The Lee lino steamers was estab- 


lished more than half a century ago 
by the father of the present Captain 
James Lee, who bore the same 
name. 


The cotton packet and local busi- 


ness was highly profitable until the 
river became paralleled fifteen or 
twenty years ago with railroads, 
and since then the business has 
been gradually going from bad to 
worse. 


The Lae line is the last survivor 


of a number of large local lines of 
a quarter of a century ago and re- 
calls the days when the James Lee 
and the Kate Adams would race 
from Helena or Arkansas City for 
the honor of bringing in the first 
bale of cotton and the arrival of a 
big anchor line packet loaded wltb 
sugar and molasses was an event 
of more than passing moment.

Confessed to the Murder of 111* 


Father

HAUIUSONVILLE, Mo., March :so.— 


E. Bates Sopsr was hanged here to- 
day. He refused to have ouy spiritual 
consoler. 
Soper fell seven feet, 


breaking his nack. The execution 
was witnessed by forty persons. 


Sopor slept soundly last night, 


and when ho awoke declared him- 
self ready. He waived the rending 
of tbo death warrant, mounted tbe 
scaffold (irmly, and when the sheriff 
asked if he had anything to Ray, by 
replied : 


"All Is ready.1' 
The crime for which he was oxn- 


catod was tho murder of his wife 
and their two daughters, aged four 
and six years. 
Soper ran t* 


mtoher shop. OnodayinApril,lSDl, 
no announced that ho had learned 
that there was a "blind tigor," 
or an illicit ealoon in town uud that 
10 could not live In a place so 
wicked. Ho sold bis shop and die- 
appeared. Fonr days later neigh - 
jors broke iu tho Sopor homo and 
'ound tho mother and children dead 
n bed. The heads of all had 1«en 
crushed with an axo. Soper had 
eft a note saying ho could not prop* 
erly support his family and that hi* 
believed they would bo bettor oflf 
dead. 


Sopsr went to Portland, Ore., and 


taking tbo name of Prentice, mar. 
rled a respectable widow. In April, 
1807, ho dosortod Ills second wife, 
ahing their two-yonr-old child with 
ilm.

Ho afterwards killed tho child, 


choking It Into insensibility ami 
jurying It alive. Lator Soper, un- 
der the name of Homer Leo leased 
and worked a imall fruit farm near 
Ashland, Oal., where ho was cap- 
ared Juno 11, 1607. After being 
landed In jail here Soper confessed, 
not only th* killing of his wife and 
two children In Missouri, and bin 
child in Oregon, but admitted tho 
murder, tn 1880 of hit father. 


According to his own story, on 


too evening of the last named mur- 
dar, Soper started to attend a liter- 
ary society. On the way ho met his 
ather and shot and killed htm. 
throwing his revolver away, he 
preceded to the society and took 
Mrt In tho exercises as it nothing 
had happened.

30.— The 


United States transport Crooke, hav- 
ing on board the bodies of C86 
American soldiers and civilians who 
lost their lives in 1he American- 
Spanish war was jncored alongside 
the government dock in Brooklyn 
today and the work of discharging 
her cargo was commenced. 


Captain Bnok, with company I, of 


the Thirteenth United States in- 
fantry, awaited the arrival of the 
vessel. The transferring of the pine 
boxes oontainlng tho caskets from 
the ship to the whnrf waa slow 
work. Padded cradles were swung 
from derricks and as each oaskel 
was lowered over the ship's side the 
soldiers composing the guard of 
honor salnted. 


The work of transferring tho re- 


mainder of the caskets from the 
ship to the dock will probably oc 
oupy the greater part of three days, 
a. the boxee are only swung over a 
the rate of one every five minutes 


When the caskets reached the 


floor of the dock they were put on a 
litter and carried by four men to 
different parts of the wharf, so that 
identification by relatives or friends 
would be facilitated.
